Ground and Upper Level Exhibition Galleries: THE EUROPEAN VISION 
OF AMERICA. This exhibition will be an homage of the Old World 
to the New, illustrating the development of the visual image of the 
Americas in European minds from the time of Columbus to the late 
19th century. On view will be approximately 350 European works 
of art and other objects.
